The  men  who  wear  the  Pine  Tre^  Badge,  the  emblem  of  the  Service,  are 
"known  for  honesty,  and  fair  dealing,  and  for  their  service  to  the 
communities  they  live  in  and  to  the  Nationo  Their  code  of  conduct  esteems 
loyalty  to  service  and  good  sportsmanship  in  every  act-.  With  the 
organization  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  a new  and  callow 
generation  entered  into  the  wide  flung  forces  of  the  Forest  Service,  ».•*'  a 
great  horde  of  green,  Ines^erienced  boys.  In  return  for  the  bridges  and 
roads  and  trails  they  built,  for  the  trees  they  planted,  and  for  their 
work  to  help  protect  the  National  Forests  against  destruction  by  fire 
and  insects,  the  foresters  who  supervised  their  work  h8.ve  taught  the  boys 
the  essentials  of  forestry,  surveying,  engineering,  and  other  vocations 
and  skills  which  should  fit  them  better  to  tackle  the  jobs  they  hope  to 
find  later  one  But  finer  still,  and  a far  greater  compliment  to  the 
Forest  Service  and  other  agencies  exercising  leadership  in  the  COC  program 
agencies  is  the  spirit  cf  sportsmanship  and  fair  play  that  today  has 
become  a predominant  characteristic  of  the  CCCo
